II.  — An  Annular  Eclipse  of  tlie  Sun,  February  22.    Invisibfe.    Visible  in  part 

to  the  Western  Coast  of  South  America,  and  the  Eastern  Coast  of  Australia, 
and  wlioliy  to  New  Zealand  and  South  Pacific  Ocean.  Being  annular  along 
a  line  drawn  from  a  point  south  of  Tasmania,  passing  south  of  New  Zealand, 
and  terminating  on  the  western  edge  of  Bolivia. 

III.  — A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  August  3.    Invisible.    Visible  more  or 

less  to  the  world  generally,  except  to  North  America. 

IV.  — A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  August  19.    Invisible.    Visible  to  the  most 

of  Europe,  Asia  and  the  Arctic  Ocean.  Being  total  along  a  line  drawn 
through  Bei'lin  and  Konigsberg,  and  running  just  north  of  Moscow  and  Yedo.

ITH  the  early  history  of  mining 
operations  on  this  Coast  is  close- 
ly identified  that  of  Hostetter's 
Stomach  Bitters.
